Foundation for this Outcry. Now,

HEREVER Pofery is predominant, 

it is deftrudtive of the religious and 

civil Liberties of Mankind ; therefore a care-

&iruGtions, from the Time the Admiral and 
Marlooreugh fixft began to engage; that 
therein he failed of his Duty, and is guilty 
of Part of the Charge exhibited againft 
kim: That for the above Failures of his 
Duty, he falls under Part of the 12th Ar- 
ticle of War; but in regard he hath, both 
peiove and fince the Engagement, bore the 
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Charaéter of an experienced and diligent 
Officer, and that his faihng in his Duty 
feems to have proceeded from a Miftake in 
Judgment ; the Court do adjudge him to be 
cafhired, and incapable of ferving as an 
Officer in his Majefty’s Navy during Plea- 
fure ; and that he be muléted one Year's 
Pay, 
Fripay, 8. 

There were now Accounts from the 
North, that the Rebels were marching South- 
wards towards Langton and Carfijle, as was 
fuppofed, in three different. Columns, the 
Weftermoft of which was thought to be 
their Main Body, by the Pretender’s Son 
being with them, who was to take his 
Quarters at Broughton near Peebles, being the 
Houfe of Murray, his Secretary. The 
middle Column march’d by Lauder, Seltirt, 
and Hawick, and the Eaftermoft Column 
by Kel. Marfhal Wade was at Necwcofile 
upon the sth, and upon Advice of the 
March of the Rebels Southwards, had 
countermanded the March of the Army 
under him to Berwick. A little before this 
he publifh’d the following Proclamation :

HEREAS it has been reprefented to 
his Majefty, that feveral of his 
Subje@s, inhabiting the Highlands. of Scar- 
land, and others, have been feduced by 
Menaces and Threatnings of their Chiefs 
and Superiors, to take Arms, and enter im- 
to a moft unnatural Rebellion: His Ma- 
jetty has anthorized me to affure all fuch, 
who fhall return to their Babitations, om 
or before the rath Day of November next, 
and become faithful to his Majcfty and his 
Government, that they thall be Objeéts of 
his Majefty’s Clemency : But if, after this 
moft gracious Intention being fignified, they 
fhall continue in their Rebellion, they will 
be proceeded againft with Rigour fuitable 
to the Nature of their Crime. Given at the 
Camp at Newcaftle upon Tyne, this 30th Day 
of Udiober, 1745. -

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We were further inform’d, that on the 
od, General Guef had made a Sally from 
the Caftle of Edinburgh, and feiz’d about 
2000 Loaves, which had been provided for, 
and were to be fent after the Rebels, who 
had with them, as it was. faid, only four 
Days Provifions when they march’d. 

Alfo, that the French Arms, Ammunition 
and Baggage, Gc. landed fome Time fince 
at Mortrofe, had been brought to Perth, 
from whence Horfes had been prefs'd to 
carry it to 7iway on the 27th paft, under 
Pain of Military Execution ; that Part of 
the faid Baggage had been ferried over that 
Night, which was continued the Monday 
and Tue/day after ; but that General B/ake- 
ney having had Notice that the Rear of the 
Men who conduéted it was to pafs over on 
the Wednefday Morning, had difpatch’d 
Capt. Abercrombie, with fome Soldiers and 
Countrymen to attack them, which they 
accordingly did, wounded fome, took feve- 
ral Prfoners, fome Cows, Horfes, and a 
great deal of Baggage, Arms, Gc. with 
fome Money, and great Quantities of Let- 
ters. 

SUNDAY, 10. 

According to Advices receiv’d this Day, 
many of the Rebels deferted on their March 
from Edinburgh, and particularly at Keljo, 
and many Stragglers with their Arms had 
been feized and delivered by the Country 
People into the Caftles of Edinburgh and 
Strriing, or to the Commanders of his Ma- 
jefty’s Ships. 

Turspay, 12. 

A Fire happened at Rycaut in Oxfordfhire, 
the Seat of the Right Hon. the Earl of 
Abingdon, a great Part of which was ton- 
fumed ; and unfortunately his Lordfhip’s 
Son, the Lord Norreys, a fine Youth of a- 
bout 15 Years, was burnt to Death in his 
Chamber, in which Place ‘tis thought the 
Fire began. 

At One o'Clock, the Sheriffs, attended 
by their Officers, went to the Royal Ex- 
change and faw feveral treafonable Papers, 
fign’d by the Pretender and his Son, burnt 
by the Hands of the common Hangman, 
according to a Refolution of both Houfes of 
Parliament, amidit the repeated Acclama- 
tions of a prodigious Number of People. 

A Proclamation was iffued about. this 
Time for a publick Faft, to be obferved 
throughout that Part of Great Britain called 
England, the Dominion of Wales, and the 
Town of Berwick upen Tweed, upon Wed- 
nefday the 18th of December next ; and ano- 
ther Proclamation for a publick Faft to be 
obferved throughout that Part of Great Bri- 
tain called Scotland, on the fame Day. 

Qn Nov. 7, the Rebels marched from 
Hawick to Halibaugh, where the Pretendgr’s 
Son’ lay that Night. Qn the Sth they 
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marched ; Part of their Cayalry to Longe 
bolm, and Iniantryto Cannoby, on the Scorch 
Side, and the refit of the Cavalry crofs'd 
the River, ‘and lay at Longtows, On the 
gth they marched towards Rowcl/#, where 
they croffed the River within four Miles of 
Carlifle, and thence purfved their March to 
Murray's on Brough Side, where they lay 
that Night, about four Miles Southward of 
Carlifie, 

On the roth, Part of their Corps ap. 
proached the Wall; of Car/ifle, firft bend- 
ing towards the Jrif> Gate, in order to re- 
connoitre the Place, as it was jadged, during 
which Motions they were fired at from both 
Town and Cafile. 

THurspay, 14. 

His Majefty went to the Houfe of Peers, 
and gave the Royal Affent to an Aé to 
raife the Militia of that Part of Great Bri- 
tain called England ; particularly fuch Pare 
of the faid Militia as thall be judged moft 
proper, ready, and convenient. 

Whiteball, Nov. 15. A Letter dated the 
rath Inftant, from Mr. Thomas Pattinfon, 
Mayor of Carlijle, brings Advice, that on 
Saturday Night, the oth Inftant, that City 
was furrounded by about go00 Highlanders: 
That the next Day, at Three in the After- 
noon, he received a Meffage in Writing 
from the Perfon ftiling himfelf Prince Charles, 
and fubfcrib’d Charles P. R. in the follow- 
ing Words; 


Charles Prince of Wales, Regent of the 
Kingdoms of England, Scotland, France, 
and Ireland, and the Dominions thereunte 
belonging. 

EING come to recover the King our 
Father’s juft Rights, for which we are 
arrived with ail his Authority, we are forry 
to find, that you theuld prepare to obftrud 
our Paflage: We therefore, to avoid the 
Effufion of Engiifh Blood, hereby require 
you to open your Gates, and let us enter, 
as we defire, in a peaceable Manner ; which 
if you do, we fhall take Care to preferve 
you from any Infult, and fet ax Example 
to all England of the Exaétnefs with which 
we intend to fulfil the King our Father’s 
Declarations and our own: Butif you thall 
refufe us Entrance, we are fully refolved to 
force it by fuch Means as Providence has 
put into our Hands, and then it will not 
rhaps be in our Power to: prevent the 
tal Confequences which wfually attend a 
Town’s being taken by Affault. Confider 
ferioufly of this, and let me-have your An- 
{wer within the Space of two Hours ; ter wé 
fhall take any farther Delay as a peremptory 
Refufal, and take our Meafures accordingly,

For the Mayor of Carlifle, 
That 
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That he, the Mayor, had returned no An- 
fwer thereto but by firing the Cannon upon 
them : The faid pretended Prince, the Duke 
of Perth, with feveral other Gentiemen, 
lay within a Mile or two of the City; bet 
that their whole Army was, at the Time 
of difpatching the above Advice, matched 
for Brampton, feven Miles on the gh Road 
to Newcaftle. 

The Rebels, afterwards, having colleéted 
their Forces, return’d from Brampter to 
Cari:fle, and both City and Caftle furren- 
der’d to them on the 1<th. Marthal ede 
fet out from Neweafie on the 16th, in or- 
der to relieve Cariijle, and cive the Enemy 
Battle, and march’'d as far as Hexham = bot 
having receiv’d Intelligence there, that the 
Town and Caftle had forrender’d, and 
that the Rebels were advanc’d to Penriré, 
which they enter’d on the roth, he re- 
turn’d back to Newcafile, Col. Durand, 
Governor of Cari fle, was againit the Sur- 
render of the Town, but in the Condition 
the Inhabitants were in, they could not 
well do otherwife. .He would afterwards 
have fain defended the Caftle, and got 400 
Men to join with him in it ; but they foon 
chang’d their Minds, fo that he was -ne- 
ceifitated to furrender it: But before he 
did it, he had Time to nail up ro Pieces 
of Cannon that were plac’d on the Ram- 

rts, 

Whiteball, New. 16. His Majefty has been 
pleafed to order a Body of Troops, con- 
fifling of 3 Regiments of Horfe, 2 of 
Dragoons, and 15 of Foot, to march fortix 
with towards Laxcafire, under the Com- 
thand of Licutenant General Sir Foln Li- 
gonicr, in order to oppofe the Progreis of 
the Rebels: This Army was afterwards 
augmented by feveral Detachments from 
the Foot Guares, Ge. 

Some of the Quakers, in Behalf of

HE Phyficians who undertook to point 
out to the Farmers, &c. the moft 
likely Methods they knew to put a Stop to 
the prefent reigning Difeafe amongft Caitle, 
think themfelves obliged to acquaint the 
Publick, that it appears to them, that this 
Difeafe is abfolutely infeftious ; and that it 
neither owes its Rife to the Wetnels of the 
preceding Seafons, nor to the Quantity or 
Richnefs of the Grafs, but to fome infeéti- 
ous Taint unhappily brought hither from 
the neighbouring Countries, where the fame 
Difeafe has long raged with Violence. 

The Farmers, Sc, fhould therefore ob- 
ferve, that one infected Beaft will commu- 
nicate the Diftemper to the reft of the 
Herd ; Bulls, Oxen, Cows, and Calves are 
all expofed to it. 

That every Part of the deceafed Beaft ; 
the Hide, Ficth, Fat, Blood; the Milk, their 
Slaver, Dung, or other Matters voided by 
them ; the Litter on which they have lain, 
the Houfe they are kept in, and the Pafture 
where they feed, are found to infe& the 
Cattle which come near them. 

Men, Horfes, Sheep, Dogs, or any other 
of the larger Kinds of Animals, are capa- 
ble of conveying the fame Taint to a very 


great Diftance, in their refpective Coverings, 


and of fpreading the Difeafe wherever they 
come. 

Every Perfon therefore, who would fe- 
cure his Cattle from it, muft be extremely 
folicitous that no one is admitted into his 
Grounds, his Cow-Houfes, &c. no Cattle 
are brought in, no Hor’es or Sheep fuffer’d 
to graze, that come from Places fufpeéted 
to have the Diforder; and even to keep 
them as diftant from the publick Road as 
may be. 






And every one who is fo unhappy as te 
have the Difeafe amongft his Cattle, as he 
values his Neighbours, or his Country's 
Good; as he would be entitled to the 
Compaffion, or deferve the Affiftance of 
the Publick, ought to obferve the following 
Circumftances with the utmoft Exattneds. 

To bury the Cattle that die of thé Dir. 
eafe, Skin, Fat, and every Thing imme- 
diately, not lefs than five or fix Feet deep, 

Their Litter, Excrements, and whatever 
elfe comes from them, ought to be buried 
with great Care and Expedition, 

The Places they have been kept in fhould 
be well cleanfed, wafh'd, fteam'd with 
Vinegar poured ona hot Iron, and fland 
empty as long as poffible. 

And no one who has been amongft in- 
feted Cattle, fhould be permitted to go 
amongft thofe that are free from it upon 
any Account.

_CMNCE our Jaft we have had nothing 
a) material drom the Army in Paaders, or 
upon the Rdinc, but their retiring on beth 
Sides into Winter Quarters, and the Sr:tifb 
Troops returning home, to defend their 
own Country againft the prefent Infurrec- 
tion. About the fame Time, a Body of 
10 Or 12,000 Auji‘ian Troops, under the 
Command of General Groene, were de- 
tached from their Army on the Rbixe, who 
have fince marched by the Way of £¢i i 
into. Lufaria, where they are to be joined 
by a large Body of Saxon Troops, with a 
Defign to enter by that Way inio SiLfe, 
while Prince Charis with an Army of 70 
or $0,6v0 Men, enters it toward: the South, 
which our lafi Accounts from /renzz, fay 
he fas already done ; fo that, liowever cold 
the Weather may be durmg this Winter, 
the War in that Province is like to be 
retty fot, which feems contrary to the 
Pxoeations of the ‘King of Prujiia ; for 
after the Battle we gave an Account of in 
our laft, he returned to Berliz, but upon 
his hearing of the Preparations making to 
invade Si-faz, he fet out on the cth In- 
Rant on his Return to Schweidnitz, having 
before difpatched Orders to his Troops 
cantoned in and about that City, to hold 
themfelves in Readinefs to march. 

His Prufian Majefty depended, it feems, 
for his Security againft any Attrck, upon 
a Treaty which he had concluded and 
figned before his Britannick Majefty left 
Honover ; for by Letters from Vienna of the 
2d Inft. we are informed, that Sir Thomas 
Robinfor, the Britifh Minifter, had prefent- 
ed to that Court, the Project of an Accome 
modation, on the Footirig of the Treaty of 
Breflau, already figned by his Prufien Mae 
yeRty, to which he defired the Concur- 
rence of that Court; bet that her Hua- 
gertaa, and now Imperial Majefty, ab- 
folutely refufed any Accommodation, unlefs 
Silefia was reftored ; declaring, atthe fame 
Time, that fhe would pufh the Pruffans 
with all poMible Vigour. _ And this the will 
probably do with Spccefs too, if the laft 
News we had from Ruffia be true ; which 
were, that Field Marfhals Lacy and Keith 
fet out on the 20th of laft Month from Pe- 
sey foourg, the firft for Riga, the other for 
Reve’, to tate upon them the Command of 
the Troops, deftined for the Affiftance of 
the King of Pélzzd, which are to confift of 
t6000 Men, and but 15000 of thefe to be 
itregular Coffacks and Haffars. This is the 
more likely to be true, becaufe her’ Im- 
perial Ruffian Majefty being now fecured 
again any Attack from the Turks,’ by 
the great Defeat lately given them by the 
Perfians, fhe may interpofe vigouroufly for 
pu cferving thy Power-of the Houfe of Au-

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fria, svhich it is certainly the Intereft af 
the Rujfians to do, on Account of the Af. 
fiftance they may always expeét from that 
Houfe againft the Turts. 

On the Side of Ita4y her Imperial and 
Huxgarian Majefty’s Affairs are far from 
having fo good a Profpect : Since the Battle 
we mentioned in our laft, and the taking of 
Aicxandria by the Spaniards, they have 
block’d up the Citadel of that Place, and 
having at the fame Time laid Sieze to Yz- 
lencia, that City has-been furrendered to 
them, the Garifon having .in the Night 
Time made their Efcape in Boats down the 
Pe; after which the Spaniards reduced fe- 
veral other Places in the Neighbourhood, 
and, on the 2oth paft, they entered Ca/z/, 
which the Picdmontefe Army had abandon- 
ed, being retired to Zizzo and Crejcentino: 
Nay, the Jaft Advices, by the Way of 
Pats fay, that the Spantards had got Pof- 
feffion of Chivazzo, a fmat! Place, five 
Leagues diftant from Term, whither the 
King of Sardima, with the greateft Part of 
his Army, had retired. hy the mean Time, 
the dufirian Army in Daly, now com- 
manded in Chief by the, Field Marthal, 
Prince of Lichtenflcin, ave fo far. from being 
able to give his Sardiman Majefty any Af- 
fiftance, that they. haye abandoned Lodi, 
after detaching 600 Men towards Milar, 
and retired into the Cremonefe, from whence 
they feem inclined to turnoff towards the 
Afantian, where they may. fccurely wait for 
the Keinforcements expected from Ger- 
many, Which wih, certainly, be very con- 
fiderable, fhould the King of Prujia be 
this Winter forced into Terms of Peace.
